Both are 
out on bail, the former on $40,- 
000 and the latter on $4,000. 

Sir Richard is charged with 
the larceny of $22,000 of the 
funds of the Liquor Control De- 
partment, and the Hon, Dr. 
Campbell with the larceny of 
$400 of public money under his 
control when Minister of Agri- 
culture and Mines. 

John T, Meaney, ex-controller, 
and J. W. MeNeilly, until recent- 
ly accountant at the Department 
of Agriculture and Mines, have 
also been served with warrants 
and are out on $40,000 bail. The 
charge against Mr. Meaney is 
larceny of $100,000 of the funds 
of the Liquor Control Depart- 
ment, while Mr. MeNeilly is 
charged with the larceny of $30,- 
000 of the funds under his offi- 
cial control. The preliminary 
hearing will open before Magis- 


trate Morrison Monday. 
Tomorrow, the House of Assem-
